FOR HOSPITAL 


Getlystom People and City Physi­ 
cians Working on Plans to Give 
this Town a Hospital. 
Real has 
Long been Felt 


Working quietly for the past few 
months several Gettysburg women and 
a number of people, principally phy­ 
sicians, from other places, now have 
an a fair way plans far the securing 
of fund* for the erection and mainten- 
auce of a hospital in this place 
A prominent Philadelphia architect 
has volunteered his services in the 
drawing of plans few the hospital and 
has already submitted oueset of draw ­ 
ings. 
Many city physicians are in ­ 
terested and have volunteered financial 
assistance. 
It is lielievcd that the 
donation of a site for the building can 
he s u c h red. 
Among those from a 
distance 
in­ 
terested are parties close 
to political 
powers and a state 
appropriation is 
also said to be a probable aid. 
Though the work 
bas lieen done 
quietly it has been going along stead- 
ily'and is in the hands of those having 
the best interests ©(^Gettysburg and its 
people at heart. 
It is confidently 
believed by them that the hospital 
w ill be a reality within a reasonably 
short time. 
It will be started along 
modest lines at first and later ex­ 
tended aa needs and funds increase. 
The seed of such an institution has 
loog been felt bere. 
Scarcely a week 
passes thst some one from the town or 
county is not taken to a city hospital 
for treatment, all of whom could re­ 
ceive proper treatment in a local 
in ­ 
stitution. 
In addition to these there 
are many others who, it is believed, 
would go to a hospital but would not 
leave town, for such a purptise. Local 
physicians have expressed themselves 
as not w illing to operate in some caam 
on account of the danger of infection 
following operations in places which 
were Bot adapted for thst kind of work 
and it is believed firmly by those in ­ 
terested in the project that many lives 
could be saved and many others pro­ 
longed if a hospital were established 
in Gettysburg.

IN THISCOONTY 


Pennsylvania State Departaeat of 
Agricaitnre ta Take Five Ordures 
in Atoms Comity ta Use I 
Models. 


H. B. Bender w ill have a sale of 
second hand furniture Saturday, Nov­ 
ember SO. 


The Pennsylvania 
Department of 
Agriculture w ill establish in the noar 
future five model orchards in Adams 
oounty. 
Many other counties in the 
state w ill be given the same considera­ 
tion. 
The object is to direct, in each 
fruit growing district, the care of an 
orchard in an up to date manner, to 
show the public how’ to obtain 
the 
best results, especially in pest control. 
Fruit growing (armers who w ill 
co operate in this movement, by per 
nutting their orchards to lie used for 
the purpose, should write at once to 
Prof. H. A. Surface, state geologist, 
Harrisburg, Pa., for information on 
the subject. 
It is not proposed to take an old and 
totally neglected orchard and bring 
about a complete transformation, but 
to take under supervision one that is 
in fair condition, and assist the owner 
with expert advice and attention in 
regard to the management of the or­ 
chard and the suppression of pests. 
It is believed that the value of the 
example of one successful man in a 
neighborhood is beyond computation. 
Should the methods in 
his orchard 
prove to be the best, as shown by in- 
disputable returns of larger yields and j 
better products, it invariably results 
in other persons adopting tile method* 
which have proved most successful in J 
that locality. 
Th© owner of the orchard adopted 
by the division of zoology 
w ill be 
asked to provide himself with a com­ 
paratively inexpensive spraying outfit, 
which the division w ill help him 
to 
purchase at the lowest discount price 
The division of zoology w ill 
outline 
a plan for his orchard management 
and furnish, without charge, all ma 
terials used for instruction and de­ 
monstration purposes, and also aid 
him in spraying, pumping, thinning 
of fruit, planting trees, cultivation, 
fertilization and such other practical 
work as may lie necessary to secure 
the best results. 
The public will be invited to visit 
the orchard at least three times in 
each year and witness demonstrations 
of spraying, pruning, planting, etc., 
and no orchard will lie accepted w ith­ 
out a distinct understanding in that 
respect.

Labor Leader Declares In Dramatic 
Speech Unions Have tha Right to 
Boycott and Proposes to Exercise

Toronto, Nov. 18.—Indorsing a re­ 
port of the com m ittee on boycott John 
Mitchell, one of the three officers of 
the American Federation of Labor un 
der sentence for contem pt of court, 
made a dram atic speech to the con 
vent ion of th at organization here. 
He declared th at aa far aa he was 
concerned, regardless of consequences, 
he Intended, while a t liberty, to do 
clare for the righta guaranteed him by 
the organic laws of his country. 
The report which draw forth Mitch­ 
ell’s speech, and which was adopted 
by the convention, declared: 
“We say th at when your cause Ic 
Just and every other remedy tfcas been 
employed without result, boycott; we 
say th at when the employer has do 
termined to exploit not only adult 
male labor, but our women and chil 
dren. and our reasoning and appeal 
to his fairness and his conscience will 
not sway him, boycott; we say that 
when labor has been oppressed, brow 
beater and tyrannized, boycott; we 
say th at when social and political con­ 
ditions become so bad th at ordinary 
remedial m easures ara fruitless, boy­ 
cott; and. finally, we say. we have a 
right to boycott and propose to exer­ 
cise that rig h t In the application of 
this right of boycott, to paraphrase 
the president Compere, we propose to 
strive on and on." 
The convention broke 
into 
loud 
cheering for Mitchell, and there were 
cries for "Morrison." 
The secretary 
did not respond 
Preaideot Compere 
was absent. 
In his address Mr. Mitchell said: 
"I understand that cognizance is be 
lng taken at W ashington of the ut 
terrine*** of men on the floor of this 
convention and I want clearly to state 
my jxfltkm I propose in the future 
as I have in the past, to exercise the 
rights secured to me by the fathers of 
my country; and I propose, lf I am 
sent to Jail. to declare again, when I 
come out, that I shall not for myself 
purchase any product of the Buck? 
Stove and Range company. 
“I 
make this declaration not to 
tickle the »vtr of any man, but that I 
may publicly declare that conviction 
that Is within me." 
He said that he had grown up aa an 
American, with a stepm other ar* poor 
that she could not buy bread, and re­ 
lated how he had crept out of bed at 
night to g** his father’s soldier coat 
to keep him warm 
Mitchell said he believed the prow 
ent proceedings would bring home to 
the people the necessity of working in 
comer*. “Is the tim e going to come 
on our continent when the badge of 
faithfulness to labor m utt be the brand 
of Imprisonment?" He said in coccin 
sinn: "Burely I hope n o t I hope that 
the govern men: may be so conducted 
that no citizen may feel th at he has

■victims back to life 


Confident She Can Resuscitate 


Those Electrocuted. 


New York, Nov. 18.—Absolutely con 
fident that she can resuscitate a man 
who has been electrocuted, Dr. Louise 
G. Rablnovitch, well known In sur* 
gory research work in European capi­ 
tals, only waits an invitation to prove 
the truth of her many experiments. 
Dr. Rablnovitch, who is a graduate 
of Paris, Berlin and other universi­ 
ties, and the Inventor of four electric 
machines for various humanitarian 
purposes, has experimented on dogs, 
rabbits and other animals whose sys­ 
tems are closely allied to that of man, 
and In every case 
where apparent 
death had been caused by electrocu­ 
tion or anaesthetic poisoning she has 
succeeded in restoring the animal to 
th** full vigor of life. 
According to Dr. Rablnovitch, a man 
Is rarely killed in the electric chair. 
She believe© th© method of ©locution 
In the prisons of this country Is en 
tlrely wrong. 
In her experiments she actually kills 
the subject, then places the electrode* 
In position and. with a very light cur 
rent, charges the body, at the same 
time opening and closing th© circuit 
with the regularity of nature. 
The pulsations of the heart are dis­ 
tinctly seen and felt through the arter 
tea, while 
the 
respirations are so 
strong as to be heard at a distance 
Within a minute or two the heart ac 
tion and respiration become natural 
when the current is Immediately shut 
off and life re-begins where It ended 
Resuscitations of persons who have 
died by laudanum, ether, chloroform 
carbolic acid and many other poisons 
is possible in nearly every case, she 
says. unless organic injury has been 
done. The person who dies from mor­ 
phine or other narcotic poison Is un­ 
doubtedly dead, she admits, yet re­ 
suscitation by her method Is almost 
certain.

Pick Into baskets 
They should be 


,ibout half bushel and round

drop handles.

from strips around tho Inside or bot- 
tom,

be attached to tho handle to suspend 
tho basket from tho limbs, so as to 
enable the picker to use both hands

But 
when properly handled at picking time 
there will not bo much room for com- 
plaint. 
A good barrel Is essential If 


you wish to store your fruit, have It 
keep well and sell. A tight barrel Is 
the best, and tho better It Is made the 
bettor results you will, have. -There 
will be less loss from shrinkage of 
fruit, from rots and mice and other 
causes. 


ID hauling barreled apples to the 


car and In shipping lay tho barrels 
on the side 
Never stand them on 


end If you wish tho fruit to remain 
eight in the barrels.
